_ Cauſe of Liberty and Religion, the former 

for unſeaſonably affirming, That the Iriſh 
were authorized by the late King to act as 
they had done. Both theſe Lords coming to 
Londim to Congratulate the Reſtitution of the' 
king, were ſert to the Tower; The Laird of 
Swintown was alfo made Priſoner, and ſent in 
Cuſtody to the ſame Place. The cauſe of his 
ſeizure was at firſt reported to be for deſigns 
ing ts Stab the King, as he was pretending 
io Cure the Diſealè called the King's Evil: 
But afterwards they changed their Language, 
and gave out that it was for deſerting the 
Scots after the Battle! of Dunbar, andrend- 
ring himſelf ro O/zver Cromwell.

forerefuſed to conſent tothe Exception of Sir 
Arthur 'Haſlerig, Sir Henry Vane, and Major 
General Lambert from the Benefit of the Act 
_ a5 to their Lives; ſome of them ſaying in 
the Houſe, That thoſe Gentlemen having had 
no immediate Hand in the death of the King, 
there was as much Reaſon to except moſt of 
themſelves.

Quartcred, and the next Morning by. break 
of day we arrived at Zewis without Interrup- 
tion.

vent on board; but the Wind blowing hard 
and the Veſſel having no Deck, I remoyed 
into another that had been provided for me 
by a Merchant of Leuus, and was ſtruck up- 
on the Sands as ſhe was falling down to re. 
ceive me. This Veſſel had carried over Mr. 
Richard Cromwel ſome Weeks before, and lay 
very commodiouſly for my Safety on that 
Occaſion; for after I had enter d into Her 
to ſecure my ſelf from the Weather, till 1 
might put to Sea in the other, the Searchers 
came on board my ſmall Veſſel to ſee what 
ſhe carried, omitting to ſearch that in which 
I was, not ſuſpecting any Perſon or Thing to 
be in her, becauſe ſhe was ſtruck upon the 
Sands.

ward for Geneva, and paſſing by Rouen, 2 
place of great Trade and the Seat of one of the 
French Parliaments, I arrived in three Days 
at Paris. In this Town I viewed ſuch things 
as were accounted: remarkable, paſſing ſeve- 
ral Days in this Exerciſe. The Louvre 
ſeemed to me rather like a Garriſon than a 
Court, being very full of Soldiers and Dirt. 
I ſaw the King's Stable of Horſes, which 
tho not extraordinarily furniſhed, gave me 
more Pleaſure than I ſhould have received by 
ſeeing their Maſter, who thinks fit to treat 
them better than his miſerable People. But! 
loathed to ſee ſuch numbers of idle Drones,

Having made what lay Tthought neceſſary 
in Parts, and taken Bills of Exchange for 
Ceneva, Ideparted for Lyons in the Company 
of a German Lord, from whom I received 
great Civilities during the Journey. Beins 
arrived at Lyons, tho the reſt of the Company 
were examined, and obliged to give in their 
Names; yet, by I know not what Accident, 
none of the Officers asked me any Queſtion of

Day I paſſed the Rivet Rhoſne, and underſtood 
that J was then within the Territories of Ge- 
eva, which was no ſmall ſatisfaction to me, 
hoping 1Imight enjoy ſome meaſure of quiet 
in that free City, and perhaps the Socicty of 
ſome of my Friends and Countrymen; divers 
of whom 1 knew had been necellitated 1 to re- 
tire into Foreign Parts. 

At Geneva I took up my Lodgings i in chie 
Houſe of one Monſieur Perrot, who having 
krved in the Army of the Parliament under- 
ſtood the Engliſh Tongue; and having heard 
that Mr. William Cawley an able and antient 
Member of Parliament had paſſed through part 
* France, I hoped ro find him in this * 3

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but upon inquiry, I was informed, That there 
were no Engliſh Men in the Town, except 
one Mr. Felton and his Servant. In the Houſe 
where Ilodged, the M iſtreſs being an Engliſh 
Woman, I found good Beer, which was a 
great refreſhment to me, after the fatigue of 
my. Journey, and conſtant uſe of Wines, by 
which'my Body had been much diſtempercd 
with Rheums. The next Day after my arri- 
val, Irecciveda Bill of Exchange, incloſed in 
a Letter from Monſieur Marga, a Banker of 
Paris, for ſix hundred Crowns, payable by a 
Merchant of Geneva ; but having a conſidera- 
ble Sum remaining, of the Stock I brought 
withmefrom London, and received no Advice | 
ofthat Supply, I writ to Monſieur Marga, to 
keep the Mony in his Hands till I ſhould _ 
| ceive Letters from my Friends. Þ 
I had not been here many Days, before 
was informed, That various Reports had been 
raiſed, in England, concerning me; ſome ſay- 
ing that I had been taken as I was endeavour- 
ing to make my Eſcape in a Diſguiſe; others, 
Thatupon notice given that I Was concealcd 
at the Houſe of a Country- man, ſome Per- 
ſons coming to ſeize me, and offering Mony 
to that purpoſe, the Man of the Houſe refu- 
fing the offer, had cauſed me to be conveyed 
from thence by a private way. Theſe thing 
being believed by many, ferved'to amiiſe my 
Enemies, who ſuſpected me to be ſtill in Eng- 
land, and doubting tlie Fidelity of 1

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doubled their Diligence to find me our. - But' 
my Friends and Relations being adviſed” of 
my retirement, were not at all diſturbed a 
their Proceedings. | 
Ihe Convention before cheir Adjourtimaing; a 
had referred to the King the things in Diſpute 
between the Epiſcopal and Presbyterian Par- 
ties, who in proſecution of their Deſires, re- 
quired them to conſider, how far each Party 
could condeſcend formutual Accommodation.

Which ſhew of Moderation 
took ſo much with the Presbyterians, who 
Were ready to ſtretch their Conſciences to the 
utmoſt, that they preſented their humble 
Thanks. to him for this Favour, The like 
method was obſerved to lay thoſe aſleep who 
had purchaſed the Church - lands, and who 
promiſed themſelves full ſatisfaction, accor- 
ding to the Meſſage from Breda; Commiſſio- 
ners bcing appointed to that end. But after 
they had Fate once or twice, and heard bit- 
ter Invectives againſt the late Sales, as Sacri- 
legious, the Purchaſers finding them for the 
moſt part to be of the ſame Opinion, were 
quite diſcouraged from any farther proſecution 
of that Matter.

The firſt Letters I received flor 2 neland, 
aſter my arrival at Geneva, informed me that 
Major General Harriſm, Mr. Jolm Carew, 
3 Cole, Mr. Hugh Peters, Mr. Tho- 
mas Scot, Mr. Gregory Clement, Colonel Adri- © 
an Scroop,Colonel Fohn Tones, Colonel Fran- 
it Hacker and Colonel Daniel Axtel being 
accuſed of having contributed in their ſeveral 
Stations, to the Death of the King, had been 
Condemned and Executed. This important 
Buſineſs had been delayed during the time 
Mr. Love was to continue Sheriff of Lon- 
aon, he being no way to be induced, either for 
Fear or Hopes, to permit juries to be pack'd, 
in order to ſecond the Deſigns of the Court. 
But after new Sheriffs had been choſen, more. 
proper to ſerve the preſent Occaſion, a Com- 
miſſion for hearing and determining this Mat- 
ter, was directed to Thirty four Perſons, of

All Things being prepared, and — 
alembled at the Seſſion·houſe in the OA. B. 
ley,Sir Hardreſs Waller, Major General Harri- 
in and Mr. Heveningham were orderd to be 
ſet to the Bar, where the Inditement being read | 
containing many ſtrange Expreſſions, / it was 
contrived that Sir Zardreſs Haller (who was 
knownto be a Man that would ſay any thing 
to ſave his Life, and was prepared to that 
poſe) ſhould be firſt demanded whether he 
vere Guilty or not Guilty.

Mr.Gregory Clement beingthe next ct that Suf- 
ferd, was a Citizen and Merchant of London, 
who by trading to Spain, had raiſed. a very 
conſiderable Eſtate, He was choſen a Mem- 
ber of the Parliament about the Year, | 1 646. 
anddiſcharged that Truſt with great Diligence, 
aways joy ning with thoſe who were moſt 
affectionate to the Common-wealth, tho he 
neyer was poſſeſs d of any place of Profit un- 
der them. Being appointed one of the Com- 
miſſioners for the Trial of the King, he durſt 
not refuſe his aſſiſtance in that Service. He 
had no good Elocution, but his Apprehen- 
hon and Judgment were not to be deſpiſed. 
He declared before his Death, that nothing 
_ troubled him ſo much, as his pleading Guilty 
at the time of his Trial, to ſatisfy the impor- 
tunity of his Relations, by which, he ſaid he. 
had rendered himſelf ren to Nef in 1 
glorious a Cauſe. 

Colonel Adrian Secroop tee of an: 
atienr Family, and poſſeſſed of a conſiderable 
Eſtate, His Port and Meen was noble, and 
the endowments of his Mind every way an- 

ſwerable 
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Aeerable He appeared early in the Army of 
the Parliament, being preſent and engaged at 
the Battle of Eage. hill, inthe Head of a Troop 
of Horſe, which he had raiſed. He was firſt 
advanced to the degree of a Major, and ſoon 
after appointad to be Colonel of a Regiment 
of Horſe. He had been, for ſeveral Years, 
SGovernour of the Caſtle of Briſtol, and Hier 
the Parliament thought fit to ſlight that Gar- 
riſon, they made him one of their Commiſſio- 
ners for the Civil Government of Scotland, 
in conjunction with the Lord Broghil Monk 
and others. In all theſe Employments he 
manifeſted ſuch Abilities and Fidelity, that 
the Parliament appointed him to be one ofthe 
Comiſſioners for the Trial of the late King;

land. This Truſt he diſcharged during the 
coutſe of divers Years, with great Diligence, 
Ability and Integrity, in providing for the 
happineſs of that Country, and bringing to 
Juſtice thoſe who had been concerned in the 
Murders of the Engliſh Proteſtants. When 
the Great Parliament was reſtored to the ex-

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exerciſe of their Authority, after the long inter- 
ruption they choſe him to be one of thoſe 
eight Perſons, to whom they committed the 
care of the publick Safety, till they could eſta- 
bliſh a Council of State.

My Commiſſion is dated the 27th 
of March, 1648. ten Months before the King's 
Death. The Commiſſion by which General 
Fairfax was authoriſed to give mine to me, 
he receiyed from the Lords and Commons 
alembled in Parliament. I did nothing but 
my Duty in going'to my Regiment: For if 
the General ſays, go to ſuch a Place and ſtay 
there, if Irefuſe, by the Law of Arms Iam 
to Dye: But if I obey, it ſeems I am in dan- 
ger alſo. The Queſtion therefore in Law, 
| humbly conceive, will be this, and I deſire 
itmay be truly and fairly ſtated, Y/hether a Man 
who is guided by the zudgmem of the Lords 
on 0 ommons * in Parliament, actin CY 
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only according to that i Fudement: of | Parlia- 
ment, and br the: — _ queſtion- 
ed for Treaſon? Lo this —— aniwer. 
ing, That he was not adcuſed of levj ing War, 
but af aſſiſting at the Tryal and Execution of 
the King, and encouraging the Souldicrs' to 
clamour for Juſtice and Execution, the Co- 
lonel- replied, That ha was no more Guil. 
ty than the General, that his Preſence in 
Hefiminſter-Hlall was not V ojuntary, and 
that he was there by Command. This be 
preſſed fo home upon the Court, appeal 
ing to themſelves for their Judgment in the 
Cafe; that they were neceſſitated to fly to 
their old Refuge of queſtioning the Autho- 
tity by which he had acted. To the ret 
of the Evidence he ſaid, | That if any Lady 
bad talked aloud during the time of the 
King's Tryal, to the Interruption and Diſtu- 
bance of the Court, he ſuppoſed it was no 
Ercaſonto bid her hold her Tongue; That if 
he imiled, as Colonel Temple depes d, it 
could not amount to fo. great a Crime; 
That if fore Souldiers did cry out Juſtice, it 
was not by his Inſtigation; yet he hoped that 
to deſire Juſtice, which is one of the prin- 

cipal Atrributes of God, is no Treaſon. Ha. 
ing ſaid theſe with many other things in his 
Defence, he addreſsd himfelf to the Ju, 
and acquainted ee e 
eee ere 8 
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In anſwer to \ theſe Arguments, Brideman, 
who was Preſident ofthis Aſſembly, content- 


cd himſelf with repeating that ſtrange and 


unheard of Doctrine, That no Perſon what ſo- 
ever, nor Community, not the People either col- 
leftively or repræſentatively, have any coercive 
Power over the King. For this he quoted 
ſome Precedents as little tothe purpoſe as the 
Aſſertion itſelf, and then concluded the Caſe | 
to be ſo clear, that the Jury needed not to 
ſtir from the Bar. It ſoon appear d that he 
knew the Men, for they fully anſwered his 
Expeations; and as they were directed, 
without any difficulty, declared Colonel As 
te] to be Guilty of the Treaſon with which 
he had been charged. 

Colonel Francis Hacker being appointed 
to appear alſo in this Tragical Scene, he was 
brought to the Bar; where an Indictment for 
compaſſing and imagining the Death of the 
King was read againſt him, and toprove the 
Accufation Witneſſes were produced, who 
deposd, that he was one of the Perſons that 
vere upon the Guard and kept the King Pri- 
foner ; That the Warrant for ſeeing the Sen- 
fence that had been pronounced by the High 
Court of Juſtice againſt the King 25 in Exc- 
cution, was directed to him 5 others; That 
in Proſecution of that Commiſſion, he had 
fgnda Warrant for Exccuting the King; And 
that he took the King, by vertue of the War- 
rant he had received, out of the 9 of 

'© * Colonel 
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Colonel Thomlnſon and conducted him to 
the Scaffold on wn he had been put to 
Death. Colonel Zacker excepted not again 
any of the Jury, finding all of them to be 
of the ſame Stamp; and ſaid little more in 
his Defence than that he had acted by the 
command of his Superiours, and that he had 
always endeavoured to ſerve his Country in 
all his public Actions; ſo that his Tryal was 
quickly diſpatch'd, and he declared Guilty of 
High Treaſon. He was a Gentleman of a 
conſiderable Eſtate, derived to him from his 
Anceſtors, who lived in the County of Lerieſter: 
He had paſſed through ſeveral Degrees of 
Command in the Service of the Parliament, 
and particularly diſtinguiſh'd himſelf at the 
Battle of Morceſter, in the Head of a Regi- 
ment of Horſe which he had raiſed on that 
occaſion for the Defence of his Country: He 
refuſed his Aſſiſtance to ſupport the L ſurpa· 
tion of Mr. Richard Cromwell, tho he had 
forced a Knight. hood, as tis call'd, upon him, 
and preſented him with two Swords, refu- 
ſing to obey his Orders, and joining with thc 
Common-wealth Party in his Depoſition: 
He had continued in the Command hisRe- 
giment till he was taken in Cuſtody, having 
had Aſſurances from Monk, thathe ſhould be 
fully indemnified. So that when he came to 
London, he made a Viſit to Monk, and was 
received with all the Appearances of Friend- 
95 ad Affection. — the next <a 415 
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he had been thus careſſed, he Was ſeized, ar. 
amined and ſent to the Tour. * 

Colonel Haniel Axtel, had been Captain; 
Major and Lieutenant Colonel in a Regiment 
of Foot; in the laſt of which Employments 
he had aſſiſted at the Tryal and Execution of 
the late King. When Lieutenant General 
Cromwell was ſent by theParliament into Ire. 
land with an Army againſt the Rebels, and 
tie Regiment in which Colonel Axte/ſerved 
was drawn out by Lot tor that Expedition, 
he cheerfully -undertook the Employment; 
and for his Fidelity, Courage and Conduct, 
was ſoon preferred to the Head of a Regi- 
ment; and not long after was made Gover- 
nour of Killeuny and the adjacent Precinct, 
which important Truſt he diſcharged with 
Diligenes and Succeſs. In this Station he 
ſhewed a more than ordinary Zeal in puniſh- 
ing thoſe Irzſh who had been guilty of mur- 
dering the Proteſtants ; ; and on this __ 
as well as for what he had done in relation 
to the late King, the Court had procured 
him to be excepted? out of the Act of Indems

Thoſe whom I ment before to have 
been excepted both for Life and Eſtate, with

Of this laſt Number was Colonel Henry Mar- 
tin, of whoſe Tryal I fhall only mention

Upon which, being told by one of che CO 
cl, That he ſeemd to be of Opinion, that 
4 Man might fit and adjudge à King to 
Death, and ſign a Warrant for his Execution, 
meckly, innocently, charitably and honeſtly. 
He anſwer d, that tho he fhould not com- 
pare his Knowledge in the Law with that of 
uch a learned Gentleman; yet according to 
that little Underſtanding he had been capa- 
ble of acquiring, he preſumed, That no Far? 
could be na med, which init ſelf is a Crime, bu 
only as it is circumſtamtiated; and to make good 
that Aſſertion, gave feveral Inſtances. But 
the Council to prove that he had ated Ma- 
liciouſſy, produced a Perſon who deposd, 
that he ſigned the Warrant mertily and in a 
_ jeſting way, as he was rallying with' Lieute- 
nant General Cromwell. To which he repli- 
ed, That ſuch a way of doing a thing does 
by no means imply Malice. The Council 
finding their Inſinuations and Aggravations 
of the Charge againſt him fo caſily blown a= 
way by thefe and other Anſwers, made up 
with Paſſjon what they wanted in the weight 
of Reaſon; the Sollicitor General exclaiming. 
That ail good People abhorr d the AtFion ; in 
that he dds ſorry to ſee fo tittle Repentence. To. 
this the Colonel only faid, He hope@ that what 
was urged by the Council, would not make

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gain, and eyery drop of that which was ſhed 
in the late Wars, he could wiſh it with all 
his Heart: But he preſumed it might be 
lawful to ſay in his own Defence, That what 
he did, he thought at that time he might do. 
There was, ſaid he, a Houſe of Commons 
J underſtood it to be, tho perhaps Your 
TLordſhips think them not to have been a 
ESR of Commons: However, they were 
hen the ſupreme Authority in England, and 
acknowledged and. reputed ſo to be both at 
Home and Abroad; I ſuppoſe he who gives 
Obedience to the Authority de facto in being,

Temper, and far from a Traytor: There wa 
2 Statute made in the time of Henry the VII 
to indemnify all thoſe who ſhould take Arms 
for a King de facto, tho he were not ſo 4 
Jure. And if a ſupreme Officer de facto can 
juſtifie a War, I preſume the ſupreme Au- 
thority in England, tho de facto only, may 
' Juſtifie a Court of Judicature, If it ſhould 
be ſaid, That the Authority by which we 
acted was only one Eſtate of three, and but 
part of that; I anſwer, It was all that was 
then Exiſting. And I have heard Lawyers 
ſay, That if there be Commons appurtenant 
to a Tenement, and that the Tenement be 
all burnt down except one ſmall Stick, the 
Commons ſtill belong to that ſmall Piece s

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nuch as When the Tenement was all ſtanding- 
| ſhall alſo humbly: offer it to conſideration, 

- whether the late King for ſome time before his 
Trial, could truly and properly be called a 
King, who was not in the Execution of his 
office, but madeaPriſoner, and no way con- 

cern d in the Adminiſtration of Publick Affairs. 
But notwithſtanding theſe and divers other 
things which he ſaid in his Defence with as 
much Preſence of Mind as Solidity of Argu© 
ment, he was brought in Guilty ofthe Treaſon” 
for which he had been accuſed; in putſuance 
of which Verdict, the Sentence of Condemina.' 
tion was paſſed againſt him, the Convention 
making no Proviſion for ſecuring the Lives 
either of him or the reſt of the Gentlemen! 
that had been decoy'd into a Surrender of 
their Perſons, thio' _ had' Ta mae 15 
miſed them Fa vou. 

The Army that had ſo hong Boo in the 
way of the Court, was now wholly disband- 
ach except 'only:MonK's' Regiment of Foot; 
and that was 2 — by a Regiment of 
Horſe raiſed under colour of being a Guard 
to the King. This, together with the Pay- 
ment of their Arrears, and a Liberty of trad- 
ing in Corporations was the Reward they 
received for their Services, notwithſtanding 
Ul the fair Promiſes both of Monk and the 
King. And thus theſe Men who had accu- 
mulated Treachery upon Treachery, were

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they had been the chief Inſtruments of his 
Return, teproach'd them with Infidelity to 
the Parliament, and their own deſires to be 
abſolved from the Guilt of their former Addi. 
ons, Vas a Confeſſion that they had been Re- 
bels to the King. However, the Diſſipation 
of theſe Men was not cauſed by the King's 
Asverſion to a ſtanding Army; for the whole 
Courſe, of his Life demonſtrates the contrary; 
but being perſuaded that they who had al- 
ready made ſo many Changes in England, 
were ableto bring about another, and to tum 
him out again with as little Conſideration as 
they had brought him in, he thought it moſt 
ſafe and neceſſary to free himſelf at once from 

ſych dangerous Compan ions. 
This Work being adcomphſlid, ther Cour 
began. to;take off the Mask: For tho the 
King had publi ſh'd a Declaration for Accom- 
modatioꝝ in Matters of Publick Worſhip and 
Ceremonies,” and tho the Epiſcopal Patty in 
the Conyemtion. had patiently» permitted a 
Committee tu be appointed to conſider oftha 
Matter; yet being delivered from the terror 
of the Armyt they oppoſed tile Report of the 
Committee with ſuch ſuch violence, that it was 
not thought: ſu to preis it any more: By which 
means all the hopes of the Presbyterians va 
niſhed, and this Mountain brought forth 2 
Mouſe. The natural Tendency of theſe things 
was fo viſible, that Mr. ryn, who had ma-

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banding the Army, finding his Expectations 
defeated, and the Presbyterian Party ſo mi- 
ſerably deluded, after he had made Keportof 
the number of Regiments that had been diſ- 
banded, defi ircd the Houſe, that they would 
be mindful not to do thoſe things that might 
bung them together again.

Gur forall this, the Convention, wo called, 
n the Name of theKeepers of the Liberties off 
England as if they had deſigned to put the Peco, 
fle beyond the Hopes of any Remedy, made A: 
Preſent to the King of the Cuſtoms and E | 
during his Life, beſides other ein en 
charged upon the Nation to ſupply his pre- 
ſent Dc ons: And tho before the Paſhag, 
of the Bill of indemnity they had emed ſen- 
ble, that they were in honour concern dis 
make Proviſion for the Securty of the Lines, 
of thoſe, Who having, ſate as Judges of the; 
lac King, had rendrad themſelves into their 
Hands upon the Proclamation which had been 
pabüll By their Ad vice; yet they not only 
abandon d thoſe poor deluded Gentlemen who 
lay under the Sentence of Condemnation, and 
vated for the Favqur they had implicitiyß 
promiſed; but alſo paſſed a Bill of Attainder 
gainſt thoſe of the King's Judges and Other 
kcrions, who haflpg, been SPE ane of of: 
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the Act, had cſcaped their Hands, adding to 
other unuſual Clauſes, That all Truſts for thei 
Uſe ſhould be forfeited. But the Duke of 7ork, 
upon whom theſe confiſcated Eftates were be 

ſtowed, muſt be ſupplied by any means. 
Henrietta Maria of France, Widow to 
the late King Charles, who had been a princi- 
pal Inſttument to adviſe and encoutage him in 
his illegal Actions, paſſed over into England 
about this time; and being arrived at Ln. 
don, the Houſe of Commons, in which were 
many Perſons, who had been Menibers of that | 
Parliament which had'threarned to accuſe het 
of High Treaſon, nor only congratularcd her 
Return, bur preſented her Daughter that had 
accompanied 'her in her Journey, with the 
Sum of Ten Thouſand Pounds. But not: 
withſtanding | all the flatteritig Subſerviency 
they could 'ſhew, and all that they could do 
to procure themſelves to be thought fit for the 
Service of the Court, yet being not thoroughly 
principled to do the Work of the Church, 
they were acquainted thatthey ſhould be dif 
ſolved on the 24th of December nextenſuing; 
againſt ' which time it was deſired, that all

Under this colour 
Major General Overton, Colonel Desbarough, 
Colonel Salmon, Lieutenant Colonel 571 
Major Mhitby, and divers other Perſons were 
ſeized in London; and Coloncl Duc lenſteld, 
Major nthony Morgan, and. ſcycral others 
were impriſoned in the Country. 

During the Noiſe of this Conſpiracy, the 
Queen accompanied by Her Daughter and 
Jermyn return d to France, which induced ma- 
ny to belieye that ſhe was terrified by the 
Deſigns againſt her Perſon. . But ſhe, who 
knew the Plot to be no more than a Fiction 
bad other real Grounds for her departure. For 
having endeavoured to perſuade her Son to 
remoye the Chancellor yg from his Coun- 
cls, and finding ſhe cffetted nothing by her 
continual Sollicitations, ſhe ſoon grew weary 
of England; where, tho by the Importunity 
ofthe King, ſhe had at laſt admitted the new 
Dutcheſs of Jork to come into her Preſence; 
et by applying her Self to other Company, 
not deſiring her to ſit, and taking the firſt op- 
portunity to withdraw from the Room, ſhe 
abundantly ſhew'd. that ſhe thought her not 
worthy to be treated as a Daughter. Theſe 
were the principal, if not the only Reaſons 
that moved the Queen to quit the Court of 
her Son, and to retire into her own Country,

On the Day of the Diſſolution of the Con- 

vention, Sir Harbottle Grimeſton who was 

their Speaker, made a Speech to the King fil. 
led with the greateſt Flattery: In anſwer to 
which, the Chancellor was no way ſparing of 

Complements, applauding the Wiſdom ofthe 

Houſe in the King's Reſtitution, and their 

diligent Endeavours to give his Majeſty Sati(. 
faction, by ſettling Things in ſuch a manner 
as might prevent new Diſturbances and Trou- 

bles. Vet he could not forbear to reflect upon 
them for not infeſting the King with the 

Militia, (which he ſaid had been the great 

Bone of Contention during the late War) nor 

_ declaring any thing concerning that Matter, 
but leaving it uncertain as they found it, and 

conſequently a Foundation of new Differences. 

Io prevent which, and to ſecure the Peace of 
tlle Nation, he acquainted them that the King 

would be conſtrained to eſtabliſh it for the 

preſent as formerly his Predeceſſors had done, 

And to convince them of the Neceſſity of this

who had been Commifſſioners in the High 
Court of juſtice at the Trial of the late King, 
having made their Eſcape from England into 
Cermany, were recewed into Protection at 
Hanau, and made Burgeſſes of the Town: 
Of theſe Colonel Barkftead and Colonel Otey 
took . to Holland, to meet ſome Re-

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lations who were contented fo baniſh them. 
ſelves with them, and to conduct them to the 
Place which they had choſen for their Ref 
dence. But one Mr. George Downing, who 
was Agent for the King in Holland, and had 
formerly been a Preacher and Chaplin to Co- 
lonel Okeys Regiment, having received Infor- 
mation that ſuch Perſons were in that Coun- 
try, obtained an Order from the States Gene- 
ral for their Seizures by virtue of which they 
were taken, together with: Mr. Miles Corber, 
one of the King's Judges alſo, ſent into Eng- 
land in a Ship of War, and committed Pri. 
ſoners to the Tower. Two Things ſeemed 
eſpecially remarkable in this Action, the 
Treachery of Downzng, after he had given aſ- 
ſurance to a Perſon ſent to him by Colonel 
Okey to that end, that he had no Orders to 
look after him; but chiefly the barbarous part 
acted by the States in this Conjuncture, who, 
tho they had themſelves ſhaken off the Yoak 
of Tyranny, and to that time had made it a 
Fundamental Maxim to receive and protect all 
thoſe who ſhould come among them; yet 
contrary to the Principles of their Govern- 
ment, and the Intereſt of their Common:

weight, he durſt no longer abſent himſelf,

Colonel ohn Barkftead wasaCitizen and 
Goldfnith G London, who being ſenſible of 
the Invaſions that had been made upon the 
Liberties of the Nation, took Arms among the 
firſt fortheir Defence, in the Quality of Cap. 
tain to a Foot Company in the Regiment of 
Colonel Venn: He had not been long in this 
Employment, before his Merit advanced him 
to the degree of a Major, in hic Station he 
was made Governor of NRedaing: And after: 
wards being preferr d to the Command of a 
Regmiicnt, he was conſtituted by the Parlia- 
ment in conſideration of his Services, Lieu · 
tenant of the Tower of London.

The Report of the Inhumanity of the States 
towards our Friends being brought to Geneva, 
we began to doubt whether thatlittle Com- 
mon-wealth, who were under great Appre- 
henſions of the King of France, might not, 
if our Enemies could engage him to pres 
then:, follow the Example of the Dutch, and 
deliver us up alſo. We reſolved therefore 

either to procure forthwith an aſſurance of 
Safety for our Perſons, or to make the beſt 
Proviſion. we could for our Selves in ſome 
other Place. To this end we employ'd Mr. 
Perrot our Landlord to diſcourſe with Mon- 
fieur Voiſin the principal Syndic, and to deſire 
him to inform us what Uſage. we might ex. 
pect, in caſe we ſhould be demanded of that 
State. The Syndicupon this Application pro- 
miſed to ſerve us to the utmoſt of his Power, 
aſſuring us that if any Letters ſhould come to 
his Hands concerning us, he would not only 
give us timely Notice, but if ſach a thing 
ſhould fall out in the Night, he would cauſe 
the Water-Gate, of which he always kept the 
Key, to be opened for our Eſcape; and 0 pH 
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goal be obliged to depart by Day, wes 
ſhould have a free Paſſage through any of the 
City-Gates that we ſhould chuſe: "To all 
which he added this farther Promiſe, That 
whcn his Brother Syndic Monſieur Dupain 
ſhould return from Bern where he then was 
they would conſult together how to make 
our Reſidence more ſafe to us either by a pub- 
lick A& or otherwiſe, as ſhould be found 
moſt convenient. With theſe Aſſurances 1 
was fully ſatisfied, being as I thought as much 
could be expected. But Mr. Liſte and Mr, 
Cawley who were likewiſe in the ſame Place, 
made many Objections againſt our ſtay, and 
preſſed Mr, Perrot upon the return of Mr. 
Dupain, to put him upon conferring with 
Monſieur Voiſin touching our Affair; Mr. Per- 
rot upon this went to the Nephew of the ſaid 
Monſieur Dupain, who was Procurator-Ge- 
neral of Geneva, and by him was adviſed that 
we ſhould addreſs our ſelves in a publick man- 
ner to the Council for their Protection. This 
way I oppoſed as a thing not fit for us to ask, 
or the City to grant, "Jeaſt they ſhould be 
brought into Difficulties, and perhaps Danger 
upon our account. But Mr. Perrot affirming, 
that the Pocurator was of Opinion, That it 
was both eaſy and fit to be done, and that his

By this means the Way leading to the Chu 


through the Town being cleared, We went to 


the Sermon without any Moleſtation, and 
kid, nothing to any Man of what we had 
"WP veraule; ye, bad not yetcertainly founy 


leryed, they had all-retired towards the Lake. 
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that they had a 1 againſt us. — 
from Church I was informed, That the ſuſ. 

tected Perſons were all dining at one of the 
Inns, which excited my Cutioſity to take 4 
view of the Boat. Accordingly I went with 
a ſmall Company, and found the four Water. 
men by the Boat, the Oats laid in their Places, 
a great quantity of Stra in the bottom of the 


Boat, and all Things ready to put off. About 


an Hour after Dinner I met our Landlerd, 
and having inquired of him concerning the 
Perſons before mentioned, he aſſured me they 
could be no other than a Company of Rogues; 
that they had Arms under the Straw of the 
Boat; and that they had cut the Withes that 
held the Oars of the Tow boats, to prevent 
any purſuit if they ſhould be dacht, to fly. 
Bur theſe Ruffians who had obſerved the Acti- 
ons of Monſieur Dubuus, and ſuſpected he 
would cauſe them to be ſeized, came down 
foon after I had viewed the Boat, and in great 
haſte cauſed the Waterman to put off, and 
returned to Sauey. This Ditorery being 
made, the Chatelain, the Banderet, togethet 
with all the Magiſtrates and People of the 
Town, were much troubled that we had not 
given them-timely notice, that' ſo they might 
Have been ſeized. We afterwards underſtood

The Bailiff, the Chatclain and the whole 
Conticil; ſhewing themſelves highly ſenſible 
of this Affront offered to the Government of 
their Excellencies, and of the Injury done to 
us, the Banderet gave Order that the Boats of 
the Town ſhould be ready to attack them ini 

caſe they ſhould return to make any Attempt 
againſt us. They not only offer d us a Guard 
fer the Safety of our Houſe, but eondeſcended 
to tell us, That they. were ready to do that 
Office themſelves. The Bailiff directed the 
Chatelairt to require all the Inn keepers every 
night to give an account upon Oath; either to 
him. or to Monſieur Dubois our Land lord, of 
all Perſons that ſhould come to lodge at their 
Houſes; and the Council of the Town or- 
derd, That no Burgefs ſhonld entertain any 
Man, for whom they would not anſwer. 
Their Excellencies of Bern alſo being informed 
of this Attempt, ſent their Orders to the Bai- 
lffs of Lauſama, Morges and Vevuy, to talte 
eſpecial care of out Perſons, and to ſearch al! 
Boats coming from Sauay, of which- "they 
ſhould have any Suſpicion. 
Monficur Da Pre finding himſelf Akp- ” 
pointed in this Enterprize, and fearing that

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| 8 the tight of his Wife, and which 
had been ſequeſtred from him; becauſe he had 
violently; carried her out of their Country be- 
fore Marriage, procured one of my good 
Friends at r Ceneva to xite to me on his Be- 
half, and to inform me that he had no other 
wiſe engag d in this Affair than to do me Ser- 
vice. Our Landlord alſo being unwilling to 
provoke him any farther, knowing the delpe- 
rate een of the Man, deſired that if!

Undertaker. But tho I thought it not proper 
for us to be the Accuſers and Proſecutors of 
thoſe who-were concerned in this Deſign; yet | 
net able to ſec any Reaſon to do as was 
5 defired i in his behalf, I reſolved to leave the 
whole Matter to the Wiſdom of their Excel- 
lencies; ho after they had received the Re-

. Our Enemies ill, giving out in all Places 
| where they durſt, That they would not deſiſt 
till they had effected their Deſign, -Lreceiveda 
Letter from a good Friend in which I found

chanallthe reſt of Jour Companions: Tour ee 
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i ſet at a great Price :'Tis againſt you they take 
allthis Pais to find Aſlaſſins, and twas on your 
account they contrived the late Attempt ;fo that 
ton the whole Matter Icannot — aduiſe, that 
jou would reſolve to retire to ſome place where 
10u may be unknown, there being, mmy Opinion, 
0 other way left to ſecure you from the rage of 
our Enemies. But having ftrengthen'd our 
Houſe, and made the beſt Proviſion we could 
for our Defence, being aſſured of the Affections 
both of the Magiſtrates and People of the 
Town, and the Government having given me 
Power to ring the Alarum-bell upon occaſion, 
and to that end contrived it fo that I could do

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Settlement at Vevay, if any Ill ſhould happen 
to us whilſt we continued in that Place, he 
ſhould account himſelf the moſt unhappy 
Man in the World. The Bailiff having com. 
municated this Letter to me, I anſwerd, That 
our Company was extreamly obliged to Mr. 
Treaſurer Steiger for the Care he expreſſed to 
be upon him for our Safety; but that our 
Diſeaſe being intirely Perſonal and not at all 
Local, we ſhould, in my Opinion, be ſo far 
from mending upon the change of Air, that 
I feared we ſhould render our Condition worſe, 
by going to a Place where we were not 
known, and putting our ſelves under the ne- 
ceſſity of making new Friends, which by the 
Favour and Goodneſs of the Magiſtrates and 
People we had already acquir d at Vevay; that 
therefore we ſhould willingly acquit Mr. Trea.

he went to the Houſe where they were, and 5 


upon Examination was aſſured by them, that 


they belonged to a German Count who Was 


then at the Bathes in the Pais des Valles; that 


they were by his Order come to this Place to 
wait * and tat they had already 
1 
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ſent a Meſſenger to acquaint him with their 
arrival. Being not able to draw any more 
from them, he came home, and having ac- 
quainted me with what had paſs d, earneſtly 
deſired that 1 would be upon my guard. In 
the mean time theſe pretended Grooms con- 
tinued at Vevay till the Thurſday in the follow- 
ing Week, when one coming from the Bathes 
bcforc-mentiongd, aſſured, That no ſuch Per- 
ſon, as theſe Fellows deſcribed, had been 
there; which added to a threatning Meſſage 
ſent by our Land lord to the Inn · keeper for en 
tertaining ſuch Rogues, they haſtned away | 
and went to Lauſanna. 

On Thurſday the 11thof Aveuſt, I 664 one 
Monſicur Longeon of Lauſanna, brought me 
the fad News, That Mr. Liſe going that 
Morning to hear the Sermon in the Church 
that ſtood near the Town: gate, was ſhot dead 
by a Perſon on foot, who had a Companion 
Waiting for him on. Horſeback. with a led 
Horſe in his Hand, *which the Murderer hav. 
ing mounted and cried Vie le Roy, they im- 
mediately rode away together towards Morees. 
Soon after this barbarous; Murder was com- 
mitted, e underſtood from Lauſanna by the 
deſcription of the Perſons, their Cloathes and 
Horſes, that they were the ſame that had 
lodged at Vauay. They had continued for a 
Week in Lauſama before they found an op- 
portunity to put in execution their deteſtable 
* and had carried — with _ 


— 
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Indiſcretion, that divers Perſons ſuſpected 
them to have a Deſign againſt the Exgliſs; 
of which Mr. Lifle being © ge he fent 
his Landlord twiceto try what he could draw 
from them. But they had ſo well contrived 
their Story, that he could find no colour to 
remove them. Many Perſons upon ſuſpicion 
of theſe Fellows had deſired Mr. Lille to be 
upon his guard, and to forbcar going to the 
Church he uſed; becauſe it lay ſo near the 
Town-gate, that if any Perſons ſhould make 
an Attempt againſt him, they might” with 
little difficulty eſcape by that way. Our 
Countrymen alſo who were with him per- 

formed the ſame Office; but he would by no 
means hearken to their Advice, ſaying he was 
in the Hands of God, and had committed him 
ſelf intirely to his Protection; adding to this 
Anſwer, that my Life was his Defence, and 
that till our Enemies had diſpatched me, he 
aſſured himſelf they would not think of him. 
The Villain that murdered him had waited | 
his coming at a Barbers Shop, where he pre. 
tended to Want ſornetfling for His Tecth, till 
ſceing Mr. Liſte at a Aiftance he ftp: bt the 
Shop; and as he came by, faluted iim. Then 
following him into the Church-yard, he dre 
a Carabine from under his Cloak, and ſhot. 
him into the Back. With the recoil of the 
Picce the Villains Hat was beaten off, and he 
himſelf falling over à piece of Timber,

Commiſſioner of the Great Seal, and one of 
the Aſſiſtants to the Lord Preſident in the 
High Court of Juſtice that was erected for 
the Trial of the late King. The Goyernment 
of Lanſaima was ſo remiſs in the purſuit ofthe 
Aſſaſſins, that it was ſuſpected they had ſome 
Friends among them. And of this the Vil- 
lains themſelves ſeemed to give proof; for

and People had been always more ready to 
oblige and ſerve us, than we could be to ask 
any Favour from them. To this end, with the 
Concurrence of my Country- men, which I 
at laſt obtained, Iwent to Monſieur Geoffray, 
who was then Chatelain and Deputy-Bailiff of 
Vevay acquainting him with the Letters we had 
lately received, and he readily offering to do 
whatever ſhould be in his Power for our Ser- 
vice, I propoſed ; That, conſidering the De- 
ſign of our Enemies was either to ſurprize us, 
as they had done in relation to Mr. Liſie; or, 
(all other Means failing) to attempt us by 
open Violence; for prevention of both, Orders 
might be iſſued out to the Town of Yevay, 
and to the other Towns and Villages of that 
Juriſdiction, to ſeize and examine ſuch Per- 
ſons as e ſhould find cauſe to ſuſpect; be

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that upon the ſound of the great Bell at Vea

then at Bern, to ſollicit their Lordſhips for 
the Reſtitution of his Lands; but that the 
Council was ſo far from doing as he deſired, 
that they forthwith cauſed the Advoyer to A 
iſe out an Order to ſeize his Perſon if he 
ſhould come within the Territories of their 
Juriſdiction, and to ſend new Inſtructions to 
the Bailiff of Morges, for receiving his Rents, 
and employing them in Publick Uſes; direct. 
ing the ſaid Treaſurer Szerger to give the De- 
puties an account of their Proceedings; which 
when he had done, and acquainted them with 
the Attempt Da Pre had made to Aſſaſſi nate 
us, together with the Murder he had commit- 
ted upon the Perſon of his Brother - in- Law 
and many other Villanies of which he had 
been guilty; the Colonel. ſaid; That he had 
not heard any thing of theſe Matters before; 
and deſiring to be excuſed, promiſed never to 
open his Mouth more in his behalf. The 
next 3 we returned the Viſit we had re- 
5 ceived 5 
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 eiyed from the Treaſurer and; his Company, 
and were moſt affeftionately received, all of 
them expreſſing themſelves with the utmoſt 
Friendſhip, and aſſuring us of the care and 
favour of the Government. 

Of this we had in a ſhort time the moſt 
erden Demonſtration for their Excellencies 
of Bern having received information that Da 
Pre deſigned to take a Journey to a Place in 
Burgundy, called Foigny,. they ſent out two 
Parties to lie upon the way; one of which 
meeting with him, and commanding him in 

their Lordſhips Name to ſurrender himſelf, 
he at firſt made ſome reſiſtance: But finding | 
that way too hazardous, he clapp'd Spurrs to 
his Horſe, and when he was at ſame diſtance 
from the Guard; endeavouring to leap a deep 
and broad Ditch, he fell with his Horſe into 
the middle of it. Some People who were 
carrying in the Harveſt, ſeeing him in Di- 
ſtreſs, and not knowing that he was purſued 
by Publick Authority, haſtned to his Relief. 
But he being conſcious of his own: Crimes, 
and therefore ſuſpecting all Men to be his E- 
nemics, fired one of his Piſtols upon them, 
which provoked the Country- men to entertain 
him with Stones, till. the Officers came up, 
and ſeized him. They found a Cafe of Pi- 
ſtals at his Saddle, another pair at his Girdle. 
and a Carabine hanging by his ſide. In his 
. Pocket was a Letter directed to him without 
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That he ſhould inform himſelf where the 
great Whale or the little old Fiſn might be 


found; and give notice if any Publick Ho- 


nours had been done to the Memory of the 


Egli ſs Gentleman who was kil Hd at Lauſamma 


The reſt of his Papers and Letters he had torn 
in pieces before he could be taxen; but upon 
putting them together in the beſt: manner that 
was poſſible, it appeared, That moſt of them 

had . to the ſame Subject, and were 
full of malicious Expreſſions againſt the Go- 

vernment of Beru. He was carried to the 
Houſe of one Monſieur Dela Berchere, a Gen- 
tleman living near the Place where he was 
ſeized, and being kept there all Night, he 
was the next Day brought Priſoner to 77 verden, 
and committed to the Caſtle. 

Their Excellencies having received informs- 
tion of the Scizing and Impriſonment of Da 
Pre, diſpatchd Orders to their Officers at 
Vevay, to examin all Perſons upon Oath who 
might know any thing concerning the At- 
tempt made againſt us, in which he had been 
a Principal Actor; and to tranſmit to them 
the Examination and Confeſſion of the Water- 
man which had been taken by the Bailiff at 
the Caſtle of Chillin. Whilſt the Evidence 
was preparing againſt him, great intereſt was 
made to their Lordſhips of Row for their Fa- 
vour to the Priſoner. But meeting with cold 
Reception from them, they applied them- 

ves to __ of Toerden, w ho were to * 
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the firſt Judgment in the Caſe. His Mother 
being admitted to ſpeak with him in preſence 
of the Guard, told him, That certain Fathers 
Capuchins would remember him in their 
Prayers. But he had another Game to play; 
and having already promiſed to quit the Ro- 
miſh Superſtition, and to Educate his Son in 
the Reformed Religion, if by that means he 
t fave his Life, anſwered, That he own- 
ed no ſuch Perſons to be his Fathers; that 
he needed not their Prayers, and that they 
might have enough to do if they would pray 
for themſelves. By theſe and other Artifices 
that were uſed by himſelf and his Friends, 
the Officers of Juſtice at Terden, were per- 
ſwaded to Sentence him only to be baniſhed, 
and to pay the Fine of One Hundred Pounds; 
But four of the Twelve who were his Judges 
Diſſented from the reſt, and not only Voted 
him worthy of Death, but Signed a Paper 
to that purpoſe, and preſentedi it in their own 
Perſons to their Excellencies, that they might 
acquit themſelves from the Blame of this Pro- 
ceeding. When the Judgment was preſented 
to the Lords of Bern for their Approbation, 
they eſteemed it to intrench upon their Sove. 
reignty; in that an inferior Juriſdiction 
had taken upon them not only to moderate 
the Puniſhment, but alſo to aſcertain the Fine. 
His Mother, and divers other Perſons who had 
accompanied the Sentence to Bern, moſt ear- 


_ neſtly ſolicited to get it confirm d; but be- 
| cauſe 
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caſe Mr. * Steiger wasto goto Fuiburg 
the next Day about ſome Publick Affairs, 
the Conſideration of this Buſineſs was deferr d 
for ſeven or eight Days. At which time the 
Treaſurer being returned, the Cauſe was 
heard before their Excellencies; and after ma- 
ture Deliberation, Du Pre was condemned to 
loſe his Head on the next enſuing Monday. 
The principal Crimes objected againſt him 
were, That he had ftollen and raviſned the 
Perſon he had ſince Married, who was Born, 
and reſided within the Juriſdiction of Bern; 
and that he had made an Attempt to Aſſaſſi- 
nate one or more of the Engle Gentlemen 
that were protected by their Excellencies. He 
denied that he had taken his Wife away in a 
nolent manner, or that he deſigned to take 
ve, the Life of any other Engliſb man except 
He ſaid alſo, That having reſolved to 
& bim thus, they might have acquainted 
him ſooner with their Inteiitions, and not 
have incouraged him to ſuch a miſ pending 
of his time as they had done. And indeed, 
tho this could not juſtly be objected to their 
Exccllencies; who deſigned no more than that 
he might be civilly entertain d till the time 
of his Trial, yet divers of the Magiſtrates of 
Werden, can by no means be excuſed, who 
drank and plaid at Cards with him in the 
Priſon. The Day appointed for his Execution 
being come; he was brought down; but the 
e Win the diſmal Reflections 
N upon 
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upon his paſt Life, cized upon him to ſucha 
degree, that he fell into a Rage, throwing 
Nimſelr on tlie Ground, biting and kicking 
thoſe that ſtood: near, and asking if there 
were no hopes of Pardon. He was told that 
he ought to remember, That if he had been 
taken in his own Country where he had Mur. 
der d his Brother- in- Law, and had been bro- 
ken in Effgit on the Wheel, he ſnould not 
have been uſed ſo gently. He teſuſed to go 
to the place of Execution any otherwiſe than 
by force; ſo that about two Hours were ſpent 
before he arrived at the place where he was 
to Dye, tho it was within Musket-ſhot of 
the Priſon. Here the Executioner put a Cap 
on his Head, and placed à Chair that he 
might ſit ; but he took. off the Capand threw 
it away, and kick d don the Chair among 
the People. When the Executioner ſaw this 
he tied his Hands between his Knees, and 
having aſſured him, That if he perſiſted in 
his Reſiſtance, he would cut him into forty 
el after about an Hours Conteſt, he at 
Soon after this, Mr. Trealarer 5 Yeiget ac ac- 
companicd by our Bailiffand ſome Gentlemen 
of Bern, was pleaſed, to make us a Publick

That they were ſtill in hopes of patching up 
a Peace with England, or if that ſhould fail. 


they promiſed themſelves the Aſſiſtance of 


France, whole Intereſt ſeemed to be very dif. 


ferent from ours. Accordingly the King of 
France being ſollicited by the Dutch to make 
good the laſt Treaty with that State, and find- 
ing he could not procure a Peace for them, 
withdrew his Ambaſſador from London, and 


declared War againſt 1 40 Soon after 
which a Declaration of 


ar was alſo pub- 


liſhed in London againſt the French King, and 


entertained by the People with great Joy, the 
Mayor and Aldermen attending on the Pro- 
clamation in their Habits of Ceremony. 

On occaſion of this War, one Monſieur 


 Stuppa, a Native of the Griſons, formerly a 


Miniſter, and at that time an Officer in the 
French Service, was ſent into his own Country 
to raiſe Men; and having performed his Com- 
miſſion, reſolved to paſs by Yevay in his re. 
turn to Paris. Being come to this Place, he 


procured ſome of my Friends to deſire me to 
give him a meeting, to which I conſented. 


After ſome general Diſcourſe upon the preſent 


Conjuncture, he acquainted me, That tho 
he had no expreſs Orders either from France or 
Holland to make any propoſition to me; a 
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he acknowledged, That the Dutch: Ambaſſa- 
dor then reſiding at Paris, had ſo far opened 
himſelf, as to tell him, That his Maſters de- 
nothing more in this War than to ſe- 
cure themſelves from ſuch double Dealing as 
they had met with from the Engliſs Court; 
and their Quarrel not being againſt the Peo- 
ple, but only againſt the King of England, 
he hoped I might. be brought to Act in Con- 
junction with them for the good of my own = 
Country. Then he proceeded to ask what 
grounds there might be to hope that the Com- 
mon- wealth Party, with a moderate number 
of Forces to join with them, would be able 
to carry their Point, profeſſing himſelf to be 
& well in Judgment as Intereſt diſpoſed to 
wiſh them well : And on this Head we went 
over many Particulars, tho I durſt not be ſo 
free with him as was: requiſite to à full clear- 
ing of ſuch Matters. Some P Days after this, 
we had another Conference, in/which by the 
perſwaſign- of a particular Friend, I acquaint- 
ed him, That if any juſt and honourable way 
ſhould: be propoſed for the Reſtitution of the 
Nepublick in England, I would readily uſe the 
beſt of my Endeavours, and hazard my Life 
in that Service. He ſeemed well risfed with 
this Anſwer; and hauing aſſured me that a 
great ſym of Money would be advanced togive 
Life to the intereſt of our Friends, and to aſſiſt 
them in their preparations for Action, we a- 
greed on a Wa of Correſpondence, and ſo 
parted. N 3 . 
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The next Morning, one Mr. Conſtance

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Reaſons, The Treaty between Hold and: our 
friends might be carried on at Parit; that 
Colonel Algernon Sidney and I world repair 
to France for that purpoſe, where we fficuld 
beLodgedatthe Houle of the Dutch Ambaffa- 
dor, promiſing that we ſhould have Paſſports 
in the beſt Form, requiring all Magiſtrates 
and other Officers ini that Kingdom to be ſer- 
viceable and aſſiſting to us. In the ſame 
Packet Thad another from England to inform 
me, That the Condition of our Friends there 
Vas not Contemptible, and that thie y thought 
no Hazards too great to be vert in ordet 
to deliver themſelves from the Evils they ſuf. 
ferd, and greater which they had juſt Cai | 
to fear. They exhorted me therefore to 
aſide all 'Setuples': and former Prejndices, al 
to improve the preſent favourable Conjuncture 
to the advantage of the Common wealth. 
Theſe Letters Were auchn panted vj with three 
more; One from Colonel Ale ernun Huey, in 
viting me to give fim Io {Mer 1 
in order to continue our Journey fr 
to Parts, The other 2008 W 5 Jy 
Mr. Say; and'ColdhetBiſto, to to. pfeſs mie to 

engage in this Undertaking, peg That if 
Iwould reſolve to g, all the Exiles Would by 
fail r0'ace>rirpany fil 3 and adding; Thar if!

contented to barter the Affections and Good of 
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ſome other Gallantry, to whieh ſhe was not 2 
little inclin'd, did not ſhew himſelf ſo well 
contented with her Negotiation. However 
it was, ſhe being at St. Cloud, a Palace be- 
longing to the Duke, few Weeks after her re- 
turn, having taken a Glaſs of Lemonade, or 
other cooling Liquor, was ſuddenly ſeized 
with ſuch violent Convulſions that ſhe died 
at Two of the Clock the next Morning. 
The Death of the Dutcheſs of Orleans being 
ſignify d to the King her Brother, he at firſt 
ſeem d to be highly diſſatisfy d with the Con- 
duct of her Husband, and full of ſuſpicion 
that ſhe had been us d in a manner not uncom- 
mon among Princes. But having reſolvd 
that nothing ſhould diſturb the Meaſures lately 
taken between the two Courts, he ſoon cool d, 
and ſent the Duke of Buckingham with the 
Character of his Ambaſſador to the Court of 
France, in appearance to condole with them 
for the Death of the Dutchefs, but indeed to 
confirm the. late Agreement made at Dover, 
and to concert the Methods of purſuing their 
Deſign. The Duke was receiv'd with all poſ- 
ſible Demonſtrations of Eſteem and Favour. 
The Forces about Paris were exercis d in his 
Preſence; Balls and Comedies were prepar d 
to divert him ; the King gave him divers rich 
Preſents, and made a publick Feaſt on the 
Day of St. Louis, principally on his account. 
Soon after his arrival, Things began to pro- 
ceed vigoroulty. A great Sum of Money oy 
: | 5 ent 
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ſent into Exg land; the Freuch Army was or- 
der d to break up, and to march towards the 
New Conqueſts; Draugbt- Horſes were 
bought, and difpatch'd to e with all Ex- 
pedition, and no Miau doubted any longer ei- 
ther of the League between Fraece and Eng- 
land, or of their Intentions to employ their 
Joint Forees againſt the Common- wealth of 
Holland. The Dioh Ambaſſador at Pari, wus 
| ſo alarum'd with this News, that he went in 
great haſte to Monſteur de Lynne, and deſir d 
to be intorm d wherher the French Army were 
to be employ'd againſt his Maſters. But the 
Secretary affar'd him there was no ground 
for any fack/ Apprehenſions, and that if thoſe 
Troops were us d in an Expedition, the Storm, 
would fall far enough from their Territories, 

And accordingly: the Mareſchal de Crequi at 
. the head of about Twenty five Thouſand Men 
enter'd Lorrain, ''feizd Nancy, and all the 
Places that lay on his way, and was withim 
half an Hour of ſurprizing the Dake himſelf 
at Eſpinal. The French King pretended for the 
reaſon or this ſudden invaſion,” That the Duke 
of Lorrain had contrary to à late Treaty 
fortify'd ſome of his own Towns, and had 
endeavour'd in a clandeſtine manner to be 
admitted into the Triple Alliance declaring 
that he intended net to getan the Dutchy in 
his Poſſeſſion, but deſigned to put it into the 
Hands of ſome other Perſon of the Lorrein 
W who ſhould be more worthy. In itho 
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mean time the Mareſchal de Crequi having 
driven the Duke out of his Territories, pub- 
liſhed an Order, forbidding his Subjects to 
yield him Obedience ; commanding thoſe who 
Had been in Arms for him, to quit his Ser. 
vice, and to put themſelves into that of the 
King, and requiring all Orders of Men in 
that Country to do Homage and ſwear Alle- 
giancè to him, under pain of Death and Con- 
fiſcation of Eſtate. gt EI kd hy 5 * 
The Duke of Lorrain being in this manner 
diſpoſſeſs d of his Dutchy, without any pre- 
ceeding Declaration of War on the part of 
. France, filbd all Europe with his Complaints, 
and diſpatch d a Miniſter to the King of Eng- 
Jand to deſire his good Offices with the French 
King in this Conjuncture, which he thought 
6 he had: reaſon to doubt, on account of the 
| Obligations he had formerly laid upon him; 
I an offering to. ſerve. him with his Perſon and 
Troops during the time of his Exile. But in- 
ead of the Favour expected, his Miniſters re- 

_ ceived no other Anfwer, than that he was 
farry for what had happened, and that the

der to find new Pretences of breaking with 
the Dutch, a Meſſage was ſent to the Engliſh 
Miniſter reſiding at the Hague to demand the 
ſurrender, of Cornet Joyce, who having for- 
merly by Command of the Army, ſeized the 
late King at Holmby, where he was treating 
with the Parliaments Commiſſioners, had 
ſince the late Revolution withdrawn himſelf 
ftom the Fury of kis Enemies, and retired 
with his Family to Rotterdam. The Pretext” 
uſed by the Court of Exgland to colour this 
Demand was, That Joyce being told that a 
Shot had been lately made at the King, an- 
ſwered, That tho be had mis d, another 
might prove more ſucceſsful; to which they 
added, That they had received Information 
that he had actually engaged himſelf in a De- 
ſign againſt the preſent Government in Eng- 
land. By this means they hoped it would 
come to paſs, either that the States by refuſing 
to deliver him according to an Article of the 
late Treaty, might juſtly be charged with 
breaking the Peace; or by ſurrendring his 
Perſon, would totally diſoblige the Common - 
wealth Party, and make them leſs averſe to 
the intended War. Purſuant to his Inſtructi-

a ardo, and was one of the principal Inſtruments 
that were employed againſt us by the Dutcheſs 
of Orleans, had lately been at Lyons, and had 
told him, That if be had known how many 
well-wiſhers 1 had among the beſt of his 
Exfends, he would not have enter d into [x 
. 
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Engagement againſt me; That be had quitted 
the Service of the King of England on account 
of bis Ingratitude, and that he deſired above 
all Things to have my good Opinion, and to 
keep a conſtant Correſpondence with me; 
That he had been with Mr. Richard Cromwell, 
where he had met with ſo good reception, 
that he had reſolved never more to apply him- 
ſelf to the Court, and that he would ſerve 
the honeſt Party in England with the laſt drop 
of his Blood ; all which being communicated 
to me by Monfieur D Four, I concluded, 
that Riardo (if not La Rue alſo) deſigned, 
according to the beſt of his Underſtanding, to 
act the Devil's part, firſt to enſnare and then

In the mean time Colonel Balthazar w 
had entertained this Riardo at bis Houſe whilſt 
the defign of our Aſſaſſination was forming, 
and had received Roux alſo with the ſame 
familiarity, finding himſelf diſappointed in 
the hopes he had conceived and openly pub- 
liſhed of our removal from Yevay, reſolved to 
take new Meaſures, and to employ Artifices 
to perſuade their Excellencies to withdraw 
their Protection from us.

| ference we agreed, That there was no proba- | 
bility of any ſuch Offers made, for many 
Reaſons, and particularly that the Duke had 
refuſed to countenance the Deſign againſt us, 
when he had been ſollicited by Riardo and 
others to that purpoſe; concluding it to be a 
contrivance of Balthazar to perſuade the Go- 
vernment that the Favour extended to us 
might prove prejudicial to the publick Safety. 
But he who bad endeavoured to bring us into 
Danger, could not without difficulty preſerve 
bimſelf. For the Court of France npon In- 
formation that Roux, who had been executed 
at Paris, as I have already related, had left his 
Papers in Balthazar's Houſe, ſent a Party of 
between twenty or thirty Horſe into the Pais 
de Gex, who hovering about that Country 
for ſome time put bim into ſo great a Fright 
that he burnt the Papers. He had at fiſt 
 Mlighted the Report; but being inform'd by 
one Beauregard, his Wife's Brother, that mor 
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of them were the ſame who had aſſiſted Mon- 
feur Martel in ſeizing Roux, he made the beſt 
Proviſion he could for his Defence, 

As the Memory of thoſe Men whoſe Lives 
have been remarkable for great and generous 
Actions, ought to be tranſmitted to Poſterity 
with the Praiſes they have deſerved, that o- 
thers may be excited to the Imitation of their 
Virtues: Tis as juſt that the Names of thoſe 
who have render'd themſelves deteſtable by 
tbe Baſeneſs of their Crimes, ſhould be record- 
ed, that Men may be deterr'd from treading 
in their Steps, leſt they draw upon 
themſelves the ſame Infamy. For this Reaſon 
| think it neceflary to inſert in this Place the 
true Names of ſome of thoſe Aſſaſſins who 
were employ'd by the Court of England and 
others to take away our Lives, as I received 
them from an Engliſh Gentleman who was 
well acquainted with their Affairs, and who 
bave paſſed ſome time in Italy, made me a 
Viſit at Vevay in his return to Exglaud. He 
aſſured me that the Villain who murder'd. 
Vr. Liſle by ſhooting him into the Back, is an 
Iit-man, and named O Croli; that the Name 
of his, Companion, who waited: with a freſh 
Horſe to carry him off, is Cotter, and that he 
is a Native of the ſame Country; That the 
Aſſaſſin who goes under the Name of Riardo 
is alſo an Iriſh-man, and bis true Name Mae 
Carty, who having murther'd! one Colonel 
Dillon his Country man at Paris, had been 
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puniſhed with death, if the Queen Mother of 
England had not interceeded for him and 
procured his Pardon for the good Services he 
had already done, and others that he promiſed 
to do for the time to come. Which Favour 
that he might farther merit, he went into Hol. 
land ſoon after he was diſcharged from Priſon, | 
where he attempted to aſſaſſinate one Mr. ill. 
Carr, who having been a Servant to the King, 
had taken liberty to write ſome Things that 
diſpleaſed the Court, and on that account had 
been obliged to retire from England. 

The King of France making great Prepa- 
rations for War, obtained a new Levy of 
Switzers from the Cantons, and procured ſix 
thouſand Men to be raiſed in England to be 
imploy'd in his Service. And that he might 
divide the Strength of the Empire, and render 
them uncapable of aſſiſting the Hollander: 
when he ſhould think fit to attack them, he 
ſent an Agent into Hungary to foment the Diſ- 
contents of that People who had been invaded 
in their Priviledges, and perfecuted for Relt- 
gion by the influence of the Emperor's bigot- 
ted Council. He cauſed his Brother the Duke 
of Orleans to marry the Daughter of the Ele- 
cor Palatine, and on that account made many 
large Promiſes to that Prince which were 
never performed. He tamperd with divers 
other Princes of Germany; and knowing that 
the Elector of Cologa had a Deſign to ſeize 
and: ſubvert the Rights and Priviledges _ 
2 7 ity, 
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upon them and fired on all ſides till his Po W. 
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city, he tempted him with Offers of his A. 
ſſtance. The Court of England on their part 
recalled Sir Milliam Temple from his Employ- 
ment in Holland, ſuſpecting him not to favour 
the French Intereſt, but rather to be zealouſſy 
inclined to maintain the Triple Alliance which 
they were reſolved to break, and ſent Down- 
ins to ſupply his Place who was a much fitter 
Inſtrument to .carry on the Defign they had 
on foot. And ſince my Subject has led me to 


| ſpeak of this Gentleman, I muſt here acknow- 


ledge, That tho“ Dowzing had acted contrary 
to his Faith, former Pretences and Obliga- 
tions, in betraying our Friends as I mentioned 
before; yet none of thoſe who remained in 
Holland, or afterwards retired thither were 
erer moleſted during his Miniſtry, which was 


zs much as could reaſonably be expected from 


a Perſon in his Poſt. To this was added an 
Attempt, which for the ſingularity of the 
thing deſerves to be remember'd. For upon 
notice that a conſiderable number of Duteh 
Men of War were riding in the Channel, the 
King to procure hy any means ſome Pretences 
for the intended War, gave Orders to the

his Flag. The Captain, purſuant to his In-

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der and Ball was quite ſpent. But the Dutch 
well underſtanding the deſign of this Inſult, 
choſe rather to ſuffer patiently the tearing of 
their Tackle; than to return one Shot. Thus 
they endeavoured by all means to keep fair 
Weather with their Neighbours: And that 
they might prevent the City of Cologu from 
falling into the Hands of thoſe who might 
make uſe of it to their Prejudice, they treat- 
ed with the Magiſtrates of that Place, and 
finding them diſpoſed to receive their Aſſiſt- 
ance, they ſent them a Regiment of Foot com- 
manded by Colonel Bampfie ll.

After this the French took 
the Caſtle of Tolhuys, and laid a Bridge of 
| Boats over the Rhine; which ſo terrified the 
Dutch, that they abandoned all their In- 
trenchments: So that the King, who had 

Fenn deßgued 
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deſigned to attack them, finding that Work 
over, repaſſed the River, and ſent the Mareſ- 
chal Turenne to command the Prince of Condes 
Army during his abſence. Then the King 
reſolved to paſs the Hel, and was not a little 
ſurprized to find the Paſſage ſo eaſy, and quite 
otherwiſe han had been repreſented to him. 
Having beſiegd and taken Dvesburg, Depu- 
ties arrived in his Camp from Utrecht, offer 
ing to deliver the Town and Dependencies. 
The Duke of Orleant took Tatphen in Geldder- 
land; and the King himſelf advanced te 
Uire:bt;; having fent a Lientenant- General 
with ſome Troops to take Poſſeſſion before. 
Here he received: the Dutch Ambaſſadors who 
were ſent by the States to know upon what 
Terms he would treat. In the meœan time the 
Mareſchab Turenne poſſeſſed himſelf of A 
beim, the Fort of Huotſemburg and Nimeguem; 
which laſt Place was better de De 
other had bo Upon this Nous the Daten 
abandoned Oven, which Trenne (ezed; 
Bammel and the Scbincten Scans felh alſo into 
the Hands of the French: The Biſhop o 
Mrmſler took Grol and Deventer r Anda the 
Marquis ade Nor fort made himſelf Maſter of 
Neerden and fome other Places.

when compared to the united Strength of 
France and England. They would not refle& 
upon the natural Impetuoſity of the French 
Nation, or the ſuddenneſs of the Invaſion : 
But in ſpite to common Senſe would needs 
believe that Men of Republican Principles 
| had conſpired to betray the Common wealth 
to one or both of the Confederated Monarchs, 
And tho' I am not concerned to defend thoſe 
who at that time had the principal part in the 
Adminiſtration of Affairs in Holland; yet the 
King of England himſelf ſhall be their Com 
Purgator, not only on his own Account, but 
alſo in reſpect of his Brother of France. His 
Letter writes Words are theſe: The Iuſolencies, 
K. Ch. a. and continual Contrivances again 
ave, of certain Perſons, who for ſome time paſt have 
had the principal direction of Aﬀairs in the Govern- 
avent of the United Netherlands, hade neceſſita- 
5 2 to make an Alliance with the moſt Chriſtian 

Ling, who alſo bas the ſame Grounds of Com- 
Paint againſt them, having no other end, than 
0 ſuppreſs the inſupportable Greatneſs of the 
Louveſtein Faction; and to ſecure our ſelves 
From the like Inſalts and Aflronts for the time to 
come, &c. But the People being deaf to all 
Reaſon, Things every where tended to Sedi- 
tion and Tumult; divers of the Clergy, par- 
ticularly one Lantman at the Hague, and Bor- 
 ftine at Roterd am, exciting the Populace both 
by Printing and Preaching, againſt their Go- 
vernors. In this unhappy State of _ : 
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fell out, that on the 20th of June 1672. the 
penſionary John de Wit coming out of the 
Council in the Hague at eleven a Clock at 
Night, accompanied only by one Servant 
who carried a Torch in his Hand, was aſſault- 
ed by four Perſons, wounded, and left for 
dead. The next Day one of theſe Aſſaſſins by 
Name Jacob Vander Graef was ſiezed, tried, 
condemnd, and in a few days executed, the 
States of Holland judging this Expedition to 
be abſolutely neceſſary for the Security of their 
own Perſons in the exerciſe of their Employ- 
ments. On the 24th of July in the fame 
Year Cornelius de Wit, ancient Burger-maſter 
of Dort, Grand Baily of Putter, and elder 
Brother to the Penſionary, was brought Pri- 
foner to the Hague, upon the Accuſation' of 
one Tichelaar a Barber-Surgeon, who depoſed, 
Fhat the Priſoner would have hired him to 
poyſon the Prince of Orange. He was ſeveral 
times put to the Rack, and conſtantly aſſerted 
his Innocence. "Yet he was ſentenced to loſe 
his Offices and Dignities, and to be baniſhed 
for ever from Holland and Weſt Frieſtand. 
This Sentence being publiſhed, cauſed Men 
to murmur, as their Paſſions variouſſy in- 
clined them. Some ſaid that if he were guilty, 
tie Puniſhment was too little; and if inno- 
cent, too much. Others faid that he was cer- 
tainly guilty, becauſe” bis Judges had ſet the 
accuſer at liberty. Tichelaar in the mean 
ime went about the Hague, and told the Peo- 
| HY | ple 
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le thar he had convicted the Grand Baily; 
which Suggeſtion: brought great numbers of 
them about the Priſon- doors. In the mean 
time bis Brother Jobn de Mit came in his 
Coach to take him out of the Priſon, upon 
which one of the Populace cried out, That nom 
the two Traytors were together; they ſhould not 
eſcape In this inſtant a falſe Report was 
Ipread among the People, that ſome thouſands 
of Boors were coming to plunder the Hague, 
by which means the two Brothers were de- 
prived of all hopes of Safety. For upon this Re- 
port, the Guards that had been placed by the 
Council of State about the Priſon for the de- 
fence of the Priſoner, too occaſion to draw 
off, and left them to the Mercy af the Rabble; 
_ who growing impatient of any farther delay, 
immediately broke open the doors of the pri- 
hy and divers of them ruſhed into the 


zhamber where the two Brothers were. 
Jaa de Nit, bo was ſitting on the Bed ſde 
with a Book in his Hand, demanded of them 
what they would have; and receiving for 
anſwer, that they ſhould ſee if they would go 
down, he took his Brother hy the Hand and 
led him down to- the Street; where they were 
na ſooner arrived, but the enraged Multitude 
fell upon them, and with a-thouſand Wounds 
moſt barbarouily murder d them. The Parti- 
culars of this Cruelty are ſo abominable and ſo 
exceeding all Example, that I purpoſely omit 
any farther mention of this Tragical wy: A 


The King of Frauce in purſuance of the 
Agreement he had made with the Canton of 
Bern, procured the Differences between them 
and the Biſhop of Baſie to be adjuſted accord- 
ing to their Excellencies defire. But that part 
of the Treaty by which he had promiſed not 
to employ their Subjects againſt any of the 
Reformed Religion was not ſo well obſerved; 
for he had uſed them in the War againſt the 
States of Holland, and obliged them to ſerve 
on all Occaſions without diſtinction, contrary 
to his Promife, and to the Oath that both 
Officers and Soldiers had taken before their 
departure from Switzerland. This Uſage the 
Swiſs Officers and Soldiers reſenting, deputed 
one Monſieur de Beur an Officer of their Body 
to acquaint their, Excellencies, That they had 
been conſtrained againſt their Inclinations to 
do what they bad done. Of which the French 


Metz, where he was put into a Dungeon. 
And tho upon the Sollicitation of his Friends 

in Switzerland, their Excellencies deſired his 
Liberty, they could not for ſome time obtain 
any more than a better Accommodation for 
him in the Priſon; the late Succeſſes of France 
having carried th t Court to ſuch a height, 


that they cauſed à Letter to be written by 
Monſſeur Stupps to the Canton of Bern, to let 
them know. That the King aceaunted him- 
ſelf little obliged to them for the Men they 
had raiſed under pretence of ſerving him; and 
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that he was better ſatisfied with the refuſal 

of the Canton of Zurich, than with their 
Grant which was accompanied. with ſuch 
Keſtrictions and Regret. .. The Government 
of Bern finding their Affairs with France to be 
in this uncertain Condition, were doubtful 
what Meaſures to take in the Diſpute which 
had been on foot for ſome time, and ſtill con- 
tinued between the Duke of Savoy and thoſe 
of Geneva on account of a Fort which had 
been built by the Duke within half a League 
of that City, under colour of a.Magazine for 
the Veſſels he had built, and to ſecure a Port 
for their uſe ; poſitively requiring all thoſe of 

Geneve who | poſſeſſed Lands within the Juriſ- 
_ diction of 0 to hear Maſs on pain of For- 
feiture. However, the Proteſtant Cantons 
having ſeriouſly conſidered the Importance of 
this Affair, ſent to the Duke of Savoy to de- 
mand, Whether he would have Peace or War, 
and whether he would in all Things make 
good the Treaties that had been concluded 

with them by his Anceſtors, or not. But be- 
fore the Duke had determined what Anſwer 
to give to this Meſſage; an Accident happend 
which ſerved” to ſecure thoſe of Geneva 
from any Apprehenſions from Savoy at that 
time. For the Duke of Savoy having orrupt- 
ed the Governor of Savona (which belongs to 
the Republick of Genos) and received his Pro- 
miſe to put bim i into poſſeſſion. of the Place, 


had 12825 Forces, and order d them to

But the Officers not agreeing, 
either concerning the manner, or the time of 
putting the Enterprize in execution it was ſo 
long delay d that the Government: of .Genog 
had notice of their March; and ſuſpecting 
their Deſign, immediately removed the Go- 
vernor and changed the Garriſon. The Duke 
finding bis Project defeated, was yet unwilling 
to have it believed that he deſigned any Clan- 
deſtine Attempt (for po ſort of Men will avow 
an unſucceſsful Treachery) and therefore he 
pubſiſhed a Declaration of the Reaſons that 
moved him to make War againſt OGenoa 3 
which were ſo ſlight and trivial, that it plainly 
appeared he rather ſought to cover bis Deſign 
upon Savona, than that he had any juſtcauſe of 
Quarrel to pretend, it being notorious to 
all Perſons concern d, that the Duke had re- 
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Gait Pieve not to be tenable, quitted the 
Place and marched to Caftelvecchio, with in- 
tention to fortify it by reaſon of its advantagi. 
dus Situation. But the Genoeſes well knowing 
Importance of Caſtelvecc bio, drew together 

| nine thouſand Men and ſeized all the 
Nos before the Savayards had made any 
Proviſion for their Subſiſtence. So that the 
Goverhor with about three hundred Officers 
And Soldiers found no other way to prevent 
falling into the Hands of the Enemy but by 
withdrawing privately, which they effected, 
teaving the reſt to ſhift for themſelves, and 
the next day the Genveſes poſſeſſed themſelves 
bf the Place, killing and taking Priſoners all 
thoſe that were within.

How 
jar we haue been from Interpoſing on the behalf 
of any of our Iriſſi Subjects, who by their Miſcar- 
riages in the late Rebellion in that Kingdom: of 
treland, had made themſelves unworthy ot our 
Grace and Protection, is notorious to all Men, and 
we were ſo jealous in that particular, that ſhowy 
after our. return into this our Kingdom, when 
the Marquiſs of Antrim. came. hither to preſent his 
Duty to us, upon the Information we received from 
hoſe Perſons who then attended us by a Deputa- 
tion from gur Kingdom of Ireland, or from thoſe 
who at that? time owned our Authority there, that 
the Marquiſs of Autrim had ſo misbehaved himſelf 
towards Us and our late Royal Father of Bleſſed 
Memory, that he was in no degree worthy of the 
leaſt Countenance from Us, and that they had ma- 
nifeſt and unqueſtionable evidence of ſuch his Guilt. 
Whereupon we refuſed to admit the ſaid Marquiſs

ceived ſufficient Evidence and Teſtimony of ſeveral 
private Meſſages and Directions ſent from our Royal 
Father, and from our Royal Mother with the Pri- 
vity and with tlie. Directions of the King our 
xs i AA | Father, 
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Father, by which they are perſuaded, that what- 
ever Intelligence, Correſpondence or Actings, the | 
faid Marquiſs had with the Confederate Iriſh Ca- 
tholicks, was directed or allow'd by the ſaid Let- 
ters, Inſtructions and Directions; and that it ma- 
nifeſtly appears to them, That the King our Father 
was well pleaſed with what the Marquiſs did after 
he had done it, and approved the ſame. This be- 
ing the true ſtate of the Marquiſs his Caſe, and there 
being nothing proved upon the firſt Information 
againſt him, nor any thing contained againſt him 
in your Letter of March 18th, but that you were 
informed he had put in his Claim before the Com- 
miſſioners appointed for executing the Act of Set- 
tlement, and that if his Innocence be ſuch as is al- 
ledg d, there is no need of tranſmitting ſuch a Bill 
to us as is deſir d; and that if he be innocent, it 
conſiſts not with the Duty which you owe to us to 
tranſmit ſuch a Bill, as if it ſnould paſs into a Law, 
muſt needs draw a great Prejudice upon ſo many | 
Adventurers and Soldiers, who are, as is alledged, 
to be therein concerned. We have: conſidered the 
Petition of the Adventurers and Soldiers, which 
was tranſmitted to us by you; the Equity of which 
conſiſts in nothing, but that they have been peace- 
ably in poſſeſſion for the ſpace of 7 or 8 years of 
thoſe Lands which were formerly the Eſtate of the 
Marquiſs of Antrim and others, who were all en.

And- we bave like- 
wiſe conſidered another Petition from ſeveral Citi- 
Zeus of London near ſixty in number, directed to our 
Self, wherein they deſire, That the Marqueſs his 
Eſtate may be made liable to the payment of his 
Juſt Debts, that ſo they may not be ruined in the 


avour of the preſent Poſſeſſors, who they ſay 15 
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but a few Citizens and Soldiers, who have disburs'd 
very ſinall Sums thereon. Upon the whole Matter, 
no Man can think weare leſsengaged by our Decla- 
ration and by the Act of Settlement, to protect 
thoſe who are innocent, and who have faithfully en- 
deavoured to ſerve the Crown, how unfortunate 
ſoever, than to expoſe to Juſtice thoſe who have. 
been really and maliciouſſy guilty. And therefore we 
cannot in Juſtice, but upon the Petition of the Mar- 
queſs of Antrim, and after a ſerious and ſtrict Inqui-
